A little co-operation in the 
matter of keeping the streets clean 
on Saturday will cause the city to 
preseat a much neater and decid¬ 
edly more attractive appearance 
on Sunday.

During the American civil war there 
.WIT* three different classes of com¬ 
batants \ on the southern side—the 
BHjr, the partisan and the guerrilla. 
The army and the guerrilla lasted 
throughout the four vours’ fight; the 
partisan wus rare except at the begin¬ 
ning of .the Wtfr. and, though he kept 
JmStfe Irregular warfare to the end, he 
Ljfretitually became an enlisted soldier. 

Young Carrol! Butcs of Tennessee 
was In the spring of 1802 a leader of 
one or these partisan bands/ He had 
iRO^comnilssion from the Confederate 
^government, nor were his men enlist- 
pfifr, The consequence was that If cap¬ 
tured they were amenable to the same 
1 treatment as the guerrillas, which was 
to 1)0 hanged or shot Bates’ command 
numbered about thirty men, most.of 
them ofl the better cJass. and the work 
they laid out for themselves was the 
annoyance of the Federal armies They 
’ Would interrupt communications by 
cutting bridges, tearing up .tracks,, set 
ttfcg Ore to storehouses containing army 
supplies—Indeed, all such work as 
would harass the enemies of the Cod 
fedcracy. Their acts would have been 
legitimate bad they been mustered Into 
the service, but as citizens they were 
engaged In sn unlawful warfare 
a Bates was of that type of man of 
whom General S. B. Forrest was the 
principal. No bridge guard knew 
when the young partisan would swoop 
down on them, make them prisoners or 
drive them away and set fire to the 
bridge that bad been placed In their 
charge. Wagon trains unless under 
charge of a large guard, even far in 
rear of the Federal front, were never 
safe from capture, and if captured they 
and the snpplies they contained were 
burned. -80 bold and so annoying were 
Bates'’men that the general in com¬ 
mand of the Federal troops in the dis¬ 
trict he was constantly raiding sent 
Captain Coleman with two companies 
of cavalry to capture or disperse hla

One evening Bates stopped at the 
house of a Union farmer and demand¬ 
ed supplies for his men and forage for 
his horses. The southerners having 
beeo supplied had not long left the 
farm when Captain Coleman and hla

Department of Agriculture Hopes to 
Introduo* Eatable Mammals of Other 
Countries to Cultivate Now ,Taotoo 
For Moat In View of Prospective 
Famine Throughout tho Country. 

If Hr. W. N. Irwin of the bureau of 
plant Industry of the department of 
agriculture has his way It will not be 
long before tbe American people are 
feasting regularly upon such delicacies 
as hippopotamus steak, Manchurian 
tscon. saddle of yak. white rhinoceros 
toasts, etc. 

Dr. Irwin Is a firm supporter of the 
bill Introduced In the house of repre¬ 
sentatives by Congressman Broussard 
providing for the Introduction and do¬ 
mestication in the United States bf 
some 100 species of mammals from 
other parts of the world. The plan 1- 
Urged as one that would relUTe tbe 
prospective meat famine In this coun 
try. 

Hippo 8teak Suoculent. 
Hippopotamus steak is said to be fit 
for tbe epicure, and the plant experts 
say that tbe favorite food of the hip¬ 
popotamuses can be grown In enormous 
quantities In the low. sections of Lou¬ 
isiana. Hippopotamuses dearly love bay 
made of' the white hyacinth, and Lou¬ 
isiana’s streams, properly seeded, will 
grow from,thirty to fifty tons of hya¬ 
cinth hay per acre. There are at pres¬ 
ent about 6.000,000 acres In the gulf 
states that are of no use for any other 
purpose but that and would produce 
about 1.000.000 tons of good animal 
food that might be worth $100,000,000. 

The native flowers, fruits and ve;rc- 
tables of America have been added to. 
Improved and enriched by tbe Intro¬ 
duction of foreign plants, but efforts 
to utilize foreign food animals hare 
been confined chiefly to the Angori^ 
goat. ' \ , 

Many Animals Available. 

Among tbe food anlmnls of foreign 
climes that might do well In the Unti¬ 
ed States, according to the authorities 
are: 

The big porkers of Manchuria, which 
often weigh 400 pounds; the yak from 
Tibet, an animal of many uses, such 
as for draft work, as a saddle horse, 
tor Its milk and for Its flesh; the llama 
WSio South Ataerloii; the African'buf¬ 
falo, which furnishes not only food. 
,but the finest leather; the white rhi¬ 
noceros, gentle, fond of semidesert re¬ 
gions and furnishing a delicate meat 
fdod; the small antelopes of Africa 
and Manchuria, which could be used 
as an adjunct to the farmer’s poultry 
yard In the central, southern and Pa¬ 
cific states; the little red and blue 
duykers, which weigh when grown 
about thirty pounds; the tiny dik-dik, 
or pah. weighing from six to ten 
pounds and good enough for a kln.t’s 
feast; the giraffe, which Is said to give 
the purest flesh food of any animal In 
the world and which might be domes! I 
rated on tbe southwestern deserts. 

Camels Ones Triad. 

Then there are the elephants, which 
could be raised In the United States, 
though they might prove a little too 
burdensome, and tbe camels (several 
years ago an attempt was made to ac¬ 
climatize the camel In the southwest, 
tfut it was uot persisted In) and" tjj; 1 
zebra and ptbers.

Latter It wll disappears end only tbe 
stem of tne bead la left, Tbe stinking 
amnt la tbe moat objectionable aa it 
greatly deteriorate# tbe valne of the 
floor. Loose smut never lessens tbe 
selling valne of wheat and tbe only 
damage la tbe decrease in yield which 
in Maryland tbe past two seasons, 
varied from a trace to ten per cent. 

Tbe stinking amnt is distributed by 
tbe spores (the black smut dust whicb 
corresponds to 9eed In higher plants) 
adhering to t he gr^in. And in order 
to prevent tbisanjut, all tbat ia neces¬ 
sary is to kill tbe adhering spores- It 
seems to be necesssrylor the amnt spore 
and wheat grain to be planted in the 
same place or na Infection results. 
Infection by scaiteringMn fields ia very 
slight, if anv at all takes place- 

There ate a number of substances 
with which tbe seed can be treated lor 
stinking amnt but tbe most Bimple as I 
well as cheapest is formaline. This] 
should be used at tbe rate oi one pound 
one pint to 40 or 50 gallons of water. 
Wet tbe teed with this solution thor¬ 
oughly either pv immersing or by 
sprinkling. If tbe reed is immersed, 
it should de left iu tbe solutio • for ten 
minutes then spread out to dry. If the 
solution is sprinkled on, tbe seed 
should be raked over until every grain 
Is thoroughly wet, after which the seed 
may be piled up aud left ior one-hall 
hour or a little longer and then spread 
out to drv. After the seed is dry it 
uioy be sacked and used wtiei' needed.

When the negroes were searched in 
jail they wete found to have consider* 
able money, two large Colt’s Army 
revolvers fully loaded with extra 
shells, and the two suit cases they 
carried contained thirteen quarts of 
whiskey and a glass to deal out the 
drinks. 

Pryor is an old offender it ib said 
and a very desperate negro. Euoia is 
a desperado from Dover, Delaware, 
and a stranger to the uolice here. 
Dorman is a new hand at the busi¬ 
ness so the police say, but they seem ' 
to kuow the Messick woman as a 
well known character In the uegro 
haunts of the city. 

These urrests are considered an im¬ 
portant round-up of whiskey sellers’ 
aud they will probably be held for 
the action of the Grand Jury which 
meets next week. The three oUloers 
v aru to be congratulated on their fine 
work in this case. They showed 
tlerve all righl in taking these des¬ 
perate negroes who were armed with 
death doullng revolvers. Police work 
of this character is of great advan¬ 
tage to any community.
